Party Leaders Say Ending To- 
day Voting Nominations 
Formally Will Make 

It Unique. 


CAMPAIGN ON AT ONCE. 


Meeting of National Committee 
Is to Be Held This After- 
noon to Open the 
Work.

With every contested detail adjusted the 
republican convention, after only two days 
of harmonious sessions, has nothing to do 
except to go through the form of nominating 


dent and Charles Warren Fairbanks of In- 
diana for vice president. The platform has 
\been adopted, the contests for individual 
‘seats have been settled, the other candidates 
‘for vice president have been withdrawn, and 
nothing remains except to make the nom- 
‘inating speeches and to choose the standard-

Today's session will close a national con- 
vention which for absolute harmony has 
been almost wUniqué in the history of the 
party. Even the tariff declaration, which is 
of the most approved “ stand pat" pattern, 
as was predicted by Tugs TRIBUNE many 
days ago, has aroused no feeling of antag- 
onism or rebellion. 


Hitt and Others Withdraw. 


of Illinois, the only outspoken 
competitor of Senator Fairbanks who had 
any chance of victory, was withdrawn from 
the fight at his own request. The other 
minor candidates followed suit, and so the 
situation has gradually settled itself to the 
point where only nominating speeches are 
left to occupy the attention of the delegates. 

Former Gov. Black of New York will put 
Col. Roosevelt in nomination for the presi- 
dency, and Senator Dolliver of lowa will do 
a similar kindly office for his tall colleague 
from Indiana. Both men are finished ora- 
tors, and, besides that, there are to be many 
of the best. known of the-party leaders who 
will make seconding speeches, so that the 
third and concluding day of the convention 
will be a burst of eloquence and genuine en- 
thusiasm, distinctive in itself and quite char- 
acteristic of the placid certainty of victory 
which the party leaders are prepared for. 


Will Open Campaign Today., 

Immediately after the final adjournment 
of the convention today the formal campaign 
of 1904 will be opened. The national com- 
mittee will meet at once and will elect George 
Bruce Cortelyou, the present secretary of 
commerce and labor, to the position of chair- 

He arrived in the city last night. and was 
welcomed by his colleagues on the committee 
in the most enthusiastic fashion. Every in- 
dication of opposition to his selection has 
disappeared. He will enter into the work as 
the personal representative of President 
Roosevelt, and he will be fortunate enough 
to have by his side, as secretary of the com-

_. Tariff Central Idea. 
With absolutely no contest for either first 


idea of the convention has been the devel- 
opment of the tariff plank of the platform. 
Those misguided political prophets and ill 
informed newspapers which have been pre- 


have missed their guess most woefully. 

The declaration on the subject of the tariff 
as finally adopted by the convention with- 
out opposition is as strong a “ stand pat”’ 
plank as has ever been submitted to a re- 
publican convention. It is even stronger 
than that adopted at St. Louis when McKin- 
ley was nominated in 1896. It recognizes 
the fact that a protective tariff is not ab- 
solutely as unchangeable as the laws of the 
Medes and Persians, but the platform goes 
to the extent of declaring in the most posi- 
tive fashion that rates of duty should be re- 
adjusted “only when conditions have so 
changed that the public interest demands 
their alteration. 


Pledge of Revision Lacking.- | 
The platform does not say that conditions 
have changed at all or that they have 
changed enough to requiré an alteration of 
the tariff. So it cannot be said in the fu-

Conservative on Reciprocity. 
Even in the matter of reciprocity the plat- 
form retains its strong conservative tinge. 
It declares for the adoption of all practical 
methods to extend our foreign trade, includ- 
ing reciprocal arrangements with foreign 


’ countries. It is specifically asserted, how- 


ever, that this reciprocity must be “ without 
injury to American agriculture, American 
labor, or any American industry.” 

This proviso renders the plank entirely 
satisfactory to the most radical protection- 

ts, because they believe it will be difficult 
to adopt reciprocity with any country which 
will not to a certain extent do some injury 
to agriculture, labor, or “any” industry. 

It was constantly asserted at Washington, 
when the pending reciprocity treaties were 
first negotiated, that the republican declara- 
tion for reciprocity was always contingent 
‘on the ability to arrange such treaties with- 
out in any way attacking any American in- 
dustry. The platform adopted by the con- 
vention yesterday puts into cold type this 
proviso, and thus the conservative spirit of 
the party has completely reiterated its en- 
ttre devotion to the whole theory of protec- 
tions and its determination that that “ car- 
dinal principle” shall not be attacked in

HITT IN HAY’S PLACE? 


Report Among Leaders [llinoisan 
_ May Go to State Portfolio. 


SECRETARY FOR THE HAGUE. 


Head of Department May Choose Moré 
Leisurely Work. 


One of the results of the choice of Senator 
Fairbanks for second place on the repub- 
licah ticket may be the placing of Congress- 
man Robert R. Hitt in the cabinet as secre-. 
tary of state at the beginning of President 
Roosevelt's second term. 

It has been known for a long time that 
the present incumbent of that office, John 


‘Hay, has been anxious to retire to a posi- 


tion demanding less of his time and thought 
and to devote some years to the work of 
writing down his ideas on the world’s diplo- 
macy and modern history. * 

This rumor attained something of the com- 
plexion of truth last night in Chicago, when, 
there developed 
talk that Secretary Hay was contemplating 
taking a seat in The Hague tribunal, a posi- 
tion which would be in keeping with his 
diplomatic dignity and would give him that 
leisure which he desires. 


Hitt Is Generally Approved. 
It is understood that in the event Secretary 
Hay concludes to resign Mr. Hitt will be 


| the president’s choice for his successor. 


This was the general idea of public men 
who were seen last night at the Annex. 

Congressman Landis of Indiana was em- 
phatic in his statement that Mr. Hitt could 
not be improved upon as a possible secre- 
tary of state. ' 

“I have been in the committee on foreign 
relations for ‘two years with Mr. Hitt,” he 
said. “‘ You cannot quote me too strongly 


en his fitness for any position. Mr. Hitt is 


a walking cyclopedia of facts and history. 
His mental attainments are marvelous, and 
his brilllancy In diplomacy can be compared 


only to the old king of Denmark.. There is 


no one in this country I would place above 
Mr. ‘Hitt in ability to fill the position.” 


‘Would Please All Illinois. 


“ Representative Hitt would be an admira- 
ble selection,” said Gov. Yates. “ There is 
no doubt every element of the republican 
party in Wlinois would be gratified if the 
president should choose him as Secretary. 
Hay’s successor.” 

“The Illinois man is both capable and 
ecmpetent,” said ex-Gov. Long of Massa- 
chusetts. “His experience in the national 


house of representatives at the head of for- j 


eign affairs would fit him admirably for the 


position.” 
“ There fs no question that Mr. Hitt would 


‘make an excellent secretary of state,” said 


Senator Dryden of New Jersey. “He fs a 
man of unquestioned ability.” :

President to Appoint Paul Morton 
to Succeed Cortelyou. 


VICTOR H. METCALF TO NAVY 


Selection of Chicagoan-a Personal and 
Not a Political One. 


Washington, D. C., June 22.—[Special. ]— 
It is stated here on the best of authority that 
Paul Morton of Chicago is to succeed George 
‘B. Cortelyou as secretary of the department 
of commerce, now that Mr. Cortelyou is 
leaving the position to become chairman of 
the republican national committee. Mr. 
Morton is at present second vice president 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa F6 road. 


Another change which the president has ‘ 


concluded to make is the appointment of 
Representative Victor H. Metcalf of Cali- 
fornia to be secretary of the navy. That 
Secretary Moody is to succeed Attorney 
General Knox has already been announced. 
For thirty days Mr. Morton and Mr. Met- 
calf have been considered for these two cab- 
inet positions. At first Mr. Morton was of- 
fered the navy portfolio, but he refused it on 
the ground that he was unfamiliar with nayal 
affairs. It is thought the offer is now ar- 
ranged so that both men will accept. 


Morton Friena of Roosevelt. 
The selection of the Chicago man is entire- 


- ly a personal one. It was based on the presi- 


dent’s belief in Mr. Morton’s capacity and 
fitness. In no sense, it is said, does poli- 
tics enter into it. 

However, it is expected that IlHnois people 
will be glad to have a voice close to the 
president. While Mr. Morton Is distinctly 
not a politician, his presence in the cabinet 
doubtless will have an effect on decent polit- 
ical conditions. 

The president is aware of the reorganiza- 
ion now in process In the party in this 
state and it is likely that, with a Chicago 
man in the cabinet, Lorimer and Jamieson 
would be unable to carry their advice to the 
White house.

_. Mr. Morton is now on his way to Washing- 
ton for a conference with the president, and 
it is thought he will accept.

Platform Adopted and Only Roll 
Call Is Over Hawaiian Rep- 
resentation. 


The second session of the republican na- 
Honal convention was called to order at the 
Coliseum by Temporary Chairman Root at 
12:20 o'clock yesterday. The proceedings 
ppened with a prayer by the Rev. Thomas EB. 


Cox. 

The report of, the credentials committee 
was submitted by Senator McComas of Mary- 
land, who said: ; 

Your committee on credentials submits the fol- 
‘lowing report in the matter of seating contested 
delegates. They met immediately after the ad- 
journment of the session of the convention oF 
Tuesday and organized for the selection of officers. 
Since that time they have day and night almost 
continuously considered the cases before them 
until they have completed with ynanimity the roll | 
of membership. 

In the contests in the Fourth district of Ala- 
bama respecting the delegates and their alternates; 
in the contests respecting the delegates and al- 
ternates from thé state of Delaware; in the Second 
@istrict of Georgia; the Third district of Missis- 
sippi; the First district of South Carolina; the 
Thirty-third district of New York; the Second dis- 
tritt of Virginia; delegates at large and alternates 
from Texas: the Second and Seventh districts of 
Texas: in the Twenty-first district of Illinois, the 
Fourth, Sixth, and Twentieth districts of Ohio, 
this committee recommends that the action of 
ga temporary roll 
shall be the action of the convention. 

In the matter respecting the delegates at large 
and delegates from each of the seven congres- 
sional districts of Loutsiana your committee rec- 
ommends that the delegates at large of the con- 
teatants and the contestees, with their alternates, 
be admitted to seats In this convention and that 
in each of the seven districts of Louisiana the deje- 
gates of the contestants and contestees, with their 
respective alternates, be also admitted to seats in 
the convention. and that each delegate when’ 
peated shall have one-half of a vote. And your 
committee therefore recommends that the before 
mentioned delegates from Louisiana, with their 
alternates, be placed on the permanent rofl of the 
convention.

And yet, of this 
product last year we sold to foreign coun- 
tries—I am speaking now of the manufactured 
product—more than $400,000,000 in goods—29 
per cent of our total exports—and our tota] 
exports made and make us the greatest ex- 
porting nation on earth. 


American Labor Is Fostered. 

“Made by labor? Yes. Made by labor 
that works less hours than any labor on 
earth. Made by labor that, censervatively 
stated; receives $1.76 as against the average 
of the competitive labor in the world of §1. 
O, gentlemen, it is not a few rich men that 
make markets... Nay, nay. It is the muliti- 
plied millions on farm, in miné, and in fac- 
tory, that work today and consume tomor- 
row, and, with steady employment and good 
wage, gives us, with 80,000,000 of people, a 
market equal to 200,000,000 of consuming 
people anywhere else on earth. 7

The United States has one-fourth of it. 


Party Is Enemy of Trusts. 

*“ Our friends, the enemy—some of them 
little politiclans—vex the air erying ‘ trusts, 
trusts, trusts.’ O, they come out strong with 
good lungs as trust busters. Ever since 1890 
did they ever do any busting? O, no. There. 
is no Jericho now, and if there was it would 
never happen again that persons would 
march around the walls of Jericho blowing 
rams’ horns seven times until the walls fell 
down. That is what they are trying to do. 

“Trusts? Yes. Great combinations of 
capital against public policy? Yes. But the 
republican party, always true to the people 
and its traditions, made haste to provide 
under the constitution legislation that would 
prohibit these combinations.

- Prosperity Is Not Menaced. 


“It is bound to be that way, if you will 
stop and think. There are eighty millions 
of our people. If some man conceives the 
idea that when he dies wisdom will have 
departed, and that he can corner the alr, 
and the water, and the sunlight, he will find 
80,000,000 of people who make gur civilization 
that will make a law that can be enforced.. 
Can you prove it? Yes. Just a minute. 
In the last two years the wind and the water 
that came from overcapitalization in form- 
ing the so-called trusts have been squeezed 
out. There are persons who make “ mouth 
bets’ about the price of watered companies 
and companies that have gas on top of the 
water, made by the printing press with 
the certificate , they stand around and 
they say: “ Why, there is the most ex- 
traordinary shrinkage in values that was 
ever known. How much? O, a good many 
hundreds of millions, the Wall etreet Jour- 
nal says over a billion, six hundred million.’ 

*“‘Still, every dollar of property, every 
particle of property that! was represented 
by this overcapitalization two years ago 
is yet with us. Now, all the fools that bet 
on it to go down and the fools that bet on it 
to go up can fight it out. It don’t make 
one particle of difference to the eighty 
millions of people who live by toil and doa 
legitimate business. 


Deals with Strike Question. 


“The law, public opinion, public’ senti- 
ment, the desire for good investments, dol- 
lar for dollar, In the factory, where a dol- 
lar costs 100 cents, goes into competition 
against the factory that cost 100 cents and 
is burden¢d with another 100 cents common, 
and another 100 cents gas, and another 100 
cents moonshine. Work it out. It is all 
right. ‘O, but,’ says our enemy, ‘ my God, 
look at the strikes you are having in this 
country.” That is their strong suit—strikes, 
strikes: 

**Now, what is a strike? It is an effort 
by the employer and the employé to agree 
how the profit should be divided. If the 
employé doesn’t get as much as he thinke 
he ought to get,-after arbitration has been 
tried, he strikes. A quarrel about some- 
thing. The division of something. Well, 
then it is absolutely necessary to have a 
strike that there should be a profit. Great 
God! How many strikes were there under 
Cleveland when the democrats had the run- 
ning of things? When money becomes 
“searce the profits are scarce. There is the 
whole story. 


Injustice on Both.Sides. 


“OO, but outrageous things are done by the 
employer when he oppresses the laborer, 
and outrageous things are done by some 
laborers when they go on astrike. Yes, out- 
rageous things are done in some of our best 
governed churches, and amongst those who 
do not belong to any church. Once in a 
while a citizen commits larceny.

But the great body of the American 
people owning the wealth are not for the 
trusts, and the great body of labor, honest 
men who live by toil, are not for law break- 
ing in the, strikes. 

“The law is the sheet anchor of civiliza- 
tion; strong enough to pull down the strong- 
est; strong enough to curb the weaker and 
the vicious. It is strong enough, like the 
grace of God, to throw its arms abolit the 
weakest and the poorest and bring him * 
under its protection. All must obey under 
Theodore Roosevelt as the national repre- 
sentative of the law. He is, and will con- 
tinue to be, without favor or affection, the 
representative of law supreme and 
in our borders.

This is the4ime of the ptomaine. It is 
the season of all others when the family 
turns to the icebox for luncheons and for

suppers; and the icebox is the home of the } 


ptomaine. 

There is much to learn of the ptomaine 
and of its related poison, the leucomain. It 
is in the proteid molecule that both germs 
have parentage, the result of bacterial 
growths splitting up the molecule. In the 
albumens and meats of the larder these 
poisons have homes. Decomposition ip 
meats, milk, and cheeses may give life to 
them in dangerous form. Again, this bac- 
terial destruction may make only for flavor 
and give zest to the palate. On a micro- 
scopic but almost as dangerous scale, it is 
the old question whether the fungus picked 
up in the field is a mushroom or a toadstool. 

Bacterial growths %ive flavor to butter, 
to cheese, to meats and other foods. It 
has been discovered that if in this bacterial 
growth there be plenty of oxygen, the poison 
of the ptomaine does not develop. If the 
oxygen be limited the developing ptomaines 
may be extremely dangerous at the end of a 

week. As to range of the poisonous effects, 

some of these germs may produce only pain- 

ful forms of cholera morbus. Others kill 

their victims in a few hours. But while 

niold is a general index to the possibility 

of ptomaine poisons, that on meats, cheese, | 
milk, and bread is to be watched most. 

Do not eat food that shows mold. If. 
the sense of smell is offended, throw the 
food into the garbage can. Heed promptly 
a warning from your palate. Even foods 
that offend none of the senses may be dan- 
gerous. Milk, having the animal heat in it 
and hurried to market through a hot sun, 
‘may be deadly within six hours. Made into 
ice cream its tyrotoxicon may kill like a 
pestilence. 

To be reasonably safe, keep the icebox 
clean. Scald it out at least once a wee 
and let it air. 


ROOT AND CANNON. . 

When Mr. Root, as temporary ¢hairman, 
placed his hand on Mr. Cannon’s shoulder, 
led him out along the narrow projection of 

' the platform into plain view of the delegates 
and presented him to them as their perma- 
nent chairman, the still small voice in the 
whirlwind of applause was the reflection on 
the striking contrast between the personali- 
ties of the two great men and onthe meaning 
which that contrast has in the history of the 
country. | 

Mr. Cannon, now an old man, has the angu- 
lar build and the sprawling gait of the first 
republican president. More than that, he 
his the same pathetic eyes. A man who had 
‘never heard Mr. Cannon speak would expect 
him to wring tears rather than laughter from 
hie andience. And, in a certain curious way, 
this expectation would not lead to disap- 
pointment. Mr. Cannon's humor has none 
of the metallic quality which is found in the 
humor of men like Swift or like George Ber- 

mnard Shaw. It does lead to hard, ugly scorn 
of the objects’ against which it is directed. 
Yesterday, as always, the faces of Mr. Can- 

m’s auditors were brightened not only by 

hiles but.a kindly, human sympathy, which 
meciuded the men whom the speaker was 

ewidiculing. 

This is why, when Mr. Cannon makes a 
joke, the country is filled not only with ad- 
miration of his cleverness (which would bea 
comparatively paltry reward) but with an 
Smmediate increase in the almost tender af- 
‘fection with -which he is regarded. The ap- 
plause which followed him yesterday was 
Applause for a great man and for a clever 
man, but it did not stop there. It had some- 
thing else in it which is rarely granted to 
great men and to clever men. Together 
with the movement of the hands there was 
@n expression in the eyes of the audience 
which showed that the death of Mr. Cannon 
would mean tears as well as laudations. 

' Mr. Root, magnificent type of statesman as 
he is, will never evoke the same demonstra- 
tive loyalty. In education he is infinitely 

Mr. Cannon's superior. Mr. Cannon feft 

school at an early age. He has read a great 
deal, but his formal and exact training seems 
to have ended with the bible, which he quotes 
aptiy and precisely. Indeed, holy writ and 
profanity appear to have an equal attrac- 
tion for him. The difference between Mr. 
Root’s education and Mr. Cannon’s shows in 
their respective. methods of argument. Mr. 
Root addresses the intellect. He has passion 
and courage. He is a full man as well asa 
full scholar. But he grounds his appeal 
on reason alone. He movesin a lofty atmos- 
here, where his followers, if they happen 
to be of gross material, will sometimes strug- 
gie for breath. He will have all the pros- 
trate respect due to tremendous intellect and 
to transcendent integrity, but the prostra- 
tions will be accomplished at some distance. 
He looks as if the man who.clapped him on

the shoulder would have the disagreeable ex- | 


perience which Morris had when he tried 
that process on Washington.

America is as 
fortunate in gradually acquiring the new 
type as it is unfortunate in gradually losing

The republican platform begins with a 
brief history of the party, and expresses 
pride in that history. Of the last eleven 
administrations, nine have been republican. 
Since the first election of Lincoln, forty- 
four years ago, the republicans have con- 
trolled the presidency and both houses of 
congress for twenty-four years. It is ar- 
gued that this long tenure in power is due 
not to chance but to the confidence and ap- 
proval of the people, founded on their appre- 
ciation of public duties well done. ) 

. The present tenure of republican power 
bégan in 1897, on the heels of the second 
Cleveland administration, which had beep 
attended with hard times, “labor was un- 
employed, business depressed, hope was 
faint, and confidence was gone.”” In conso- 
nance with the political orthodoxy of all 
times,. the commercial adversity of 1893- 
1897 is blamed wholly upon the democrats, 
who were then in power. | ; 

After thewepublicans were put into power 
seven years ago they set things straight. 
The languishing form of commerce at once 
revived after a course of treatment by Dr. 
Dingley. The gold standard was firmly es- 
tablished as a burglar lock upon the doors 
and windows. of the house of commerce. 
Public credit assumed Sandowesque pro- 
portions. te | 

The republiean platform ascribes the en- 
suing business exaltation to the protective 
tariff. It would have been fairer, perhaps, 
to acknowledge that part of the McKinley 
prosperity was-due to the splendid overflow- 
ing crops of 1896 and the succeeding years, 
and that part was due to the relief felt in 
the business world at the defeat of 16 to 1. 
But it is fair, undoubtedly, to ascribe a part, 
at least, of the prosperity of the last years 
of the nineteenth century and the first years 
of the twentieth century to protection. 

The republican platform states that pro- 
tection is a cardinal policy of the republican 
doctrine. To the principle of protection the 
party will firmly adhere, but it is not com- 
mitted to any particular schedule, the exact 
wording of this important part of the plat- 
form being as follows: 

We insist upon maintenance of the principles 
of protection, and therefore the rates of duty 
should be readjusted only when conditions have 
so changed that the public interest demands their 
alteration. But this work cannot safely be com- 
mitted to any other hands than those of the re- 
publican party. To intrust it to the democratic 
party is to invite disaster. .. . A democratic 
tariff has always been followed by business ad- 
versity; a republican tariff by business prosperity. 
To a republican congress and a republican presi- 
dent this great question can be safely intrusted. 
When the only free trade country among the great 
nations agitates a return to protection the chief 
protective country should not faiter in main- 
taining it. 


It will be seen that “ stand pat ” prevails. 
There is no immediate promise of the read- | 
justment of the present schedule. The ques- 
tion of Readjustment vs. Stand Pat was 
fought out freely and fairly before the peo- 
ple of! several states, notably Iowa and 
Massachusetts. In all these contests the 
readjusters were soundly beaten. In the 
majority of states there was not even acon- 
test, the republican voters seemingly being 
so well satisfied with the present tariff as 
to wish nochange. It cannot be argued that 
the platform makers ran contrary to the 
wishes of the great preponderance of repub- 
lican voters. 

Tariff was practically the only contested 
plank. The others went through unani- 
mously. 

To the Philippines no promise of inde- 


‘pendence is held out. This was wise and 


statesmanlike. Certain it is that if the re- 
publicans win the coming election they will 
not grant independence to the Philippines 
duting the next four years. The Filipinos 
are certainly not fit to receive independence 
within the next four years. The present re- 
publican convention cannot, by any declara- 
tion it may here make, bind the administra- 
tion after the next one to any course of 
action in regard to the independence of the 

Philippines. If the democrats choose to ad- 

yocate independence for the Filipinos with- 

in the next four years the republicans are 

quite willing to meet them on that issue. 7 

The rest of the platform is a general in- 
dorsement of-the Roosevelt administration. 
The militia bill, the irrigation law, the up- 
building of the navy, the’postoffice prosecu- 
tions, the open door in China, the settlement 
of the coal strike, publicity for corporations, 
the reorganization of the army, the Alaska 
boundary settlement are all commended, . 
The democrats will probably not choose to 
denounce any of these things. 

The administration’s course in regard to 
the Panama canal is unreservedly upheld. 
This question may become a feature of the | 
campaign. But as the people of all parts of 
the country, through their organized bodies 
and through the newspapers, have already 
generally approved the Panama treaty, and 
since it passed the senate by the aid of a 
considerable number of democratic votes, it 
is unlikely that much capital can be made 
against Roosevelt on account of his Panama 
attitude. 

The service pension order was passed over 
with the following: ‘* We believe in mak- 
ing ample provision for them (the soldiers 
and sailors of the United States) and in the 
liberal administration of the pension laws.” 

Thé race question is skimmed over in thre 
declaration that congress should investigate 
to find out whether the franchise has been 
“ unconstitutionally limited.” If congress 
makes any such finding it should then reduce 
the representation in congress of the states, 
making such unconstitutional lmitations. It 
is significant that the republican platform 
does not state that the franchise has been 
-unconstitutionally limited, but merely urges 
congress to find out whether such is the case. 
That apparently means that the southern 
states need fear no reduction in their repre- 
sentation in congress and that the Crum- 
packer bill is dead. 

In addition, there are the usual ringing dec- 
larations in favor of equal rights to all and 
special privileges to none, without which no 
political platform would seem complete. 

Briefly then, the republican campaign, in 
so far as it has yet taken shape, simmers 
down tothis: The Roosevelt administration 
has been so satisfactory that it should be 
kept in power. Protection is necessary to 
the welfare of the country, and when the 
time comes to readjust the Dingley tariff 
law, to the party of protection should fall 
the duty of the readjustment. The Philip- 
pines are now enjoying peace and security 
and the largest civil liberty they have ever 
enjgyed, but they are not yet educated up to 
independence. 

The platform, whatever its merits or de- 
merits, certainly reflects the sentiments of 
the great majority of republican voters.

RINCESS VICTORIA, the unmarried 

daughter of King Edward, is once 

again in such a delicate state of heaith 

that she has been obliged to leave 

London at the height of what has been 
the most brilliant season in years, and to 
betake herself off to Scotland for rest in 
complete retirement, attended by the Hon. 
Mr. and Mrs. Derelt Keppel. Like her grand- 
mother, the late Queen Victoria, the prin- 
cess is never well when in London, especially 
when staying at Buckingham palace, which 
is built on such low and swampy grounds 
that its first 
with that of the Thames river. The late 
queen could never stand more than three 
days at a time of Buckingham palace, and 
was then usually ill for a week afterwards, 
bet Princess Victoria appears to suffer in 
much the same way, her condition being 
a source of considerable anxiety to her 
parents. 


No one need be astonished to learn these 
days that Grand Duke Cyril of Russia and 
his fascinating cousin, the divorced grand 
duchess of Hesse, have been quietly mear- 
ried at Coburg without the consent of the 
ezar, who, while at first he will signify his 
displeasure and may even decline to recog- 
nize the union, may be relied upon to relent 
soon afterwards and, making ..e best of 
the “fait accompli,” to pardon the young 
people and to grant that consent which is 
necessary in order to render the union legal 
according to Muscovite law. 

Nowhere is the sacrament of marriage 
regarded as more binding than in Russia. 
If the young grand duke and his cousin 
can find a priest of the Orthodox church 
who is prepared to brave disciplinary meas- 
ures on the part of hfs ecclesiastical superi- 
ors, the ceremony will be performed. The 
latter is binding from a religious point of 
view, though invalid as a civil contract until 
sanctioned by the emperof in accordance 
with the laws governing hie house. 

The czar, in view of the fact that the young 
people are first cousins, cannot as supreme 
head of the Orthodox church grant them 
permission to Wed. But it will be much 
more easy for him to pardon them and to 
recognize the marriage once it has taken 
place abroad without his permission, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that the grand 
duches abjures the Protestant church in 
which she has been raised and is baptized 
anew as a member of the faith of her hus- 
band, which will be regarded in Russia 
as a species of regeneration. a 

The fact that the grand duchess’ mother, 
the widowed duchess of Coburg, should have 
gone off to London at this particular juncture 
to stay with her brother-in-law, King Ed- 
ward, tends to confirm the belief that the 
marriage will*take place quietly at Coburg 
during herabsence. She would appear to be 
countenhancing it If she were to be at Coburg 
when it occurred, and, inasmuch as she her- 
self is a Russian grand duchess, a sister 
of the late emperor, and an aunt of Nicholas 
II,, this might place her in an awkward po- 
sition with regard to the court of St. Peters- 
burg. At the same time she has been able 
while in England, it is said. to obtain from 
King Edward his consent to her daughter's 
union, which, owing to the fact that the lat- 
ter is a princess of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, is indispensable tin order to render it a 
valid marriage In the eyes of English law. 


While King Edward received the prince 
of Monaco the other day at Windsor with 
honors due to a reigning sovereign, I ob- 
serve that he took no notice whatsoever of 
the presence in England of the prince’s busi; 


| ness associate, Edmond Blanc, who owns 


the largest and most successtul racing stable 
and horse breeding establishment in France, 
and who ran his famous horse Governant at 
the Derby, the bringing over of this favorite 
of the French turf to England for the classic 
race creating a great deal of stir in sport- 
ing circles in the united kingdom.

_~ Yet Edmond Blanc has repeatedly won the 
Grand Prix de Paris, and is one of the prin- 
cipal pillars of the French turf. Indeed, last 
year not only the winner of the Grand Prix 
but likewise the next two horses belonged 
to him. But he has been »blackballed again 
and again by the French Jockey club. which 
in spite of all that he has done for racing will 
not have him in its midst. The prejudice 
against him is attributable not only to the 
fact that his wealth is derived from the 
great public gambling establishment at 
Monte Carlo, but also because there were 
formerly all sorts of scandals in connection 
with the running of his horses, one of them 
in particular resulting in his horse Kapural 
being disqualified forever both on the French 
and English turf, while his trainer was de- 
prived of his license and warned off the 
course, forced indeed to leave France and 
seek refuge in Germany.

in-law of President Grévy. That is to say, 
he acquired the decoration by purchase, 
-since all the payments to M. Wilson for 
crosses of the order which he sold were made 
under the guise of subscriptions to La Petite 
France. This fact was made clear during 
the government inquiry into the legion of 
honor scandals, which resulted in Daniel 
Wilson’s expulsion from parliament and in 
the compulsory resignation of his father-

caused by the grant of the Legion of Honor 
to Edmond Blanc which was one of the prin- 
cipal causes that led to the discovery of the 
disgraceful traffic In the crosses. 

The popular view of the matter was wit- 
tily epitomized by Henri Rochefort, the so- 
cialist Marquis de Lucay, whose passion for 
the turf is as well known as the acerbity of 
his tongue and pen. On being asked why 
Edmond Blanc had been decorated he re- 
plied, having in Fp the performances of 
Kapural, Sphynx, Reull, and other of the 
Blanc horses: ‘ O, I suppose it is for having 
stopped a horse.”’ 

Edmond Blanc’s wife is a former actress 
of the name of Alice Marot, who used to 
figure in subordinate parts at the Palais 
Royal ThéAtre. She was previously married 
to a stage carpenter of the name of Thomas, 
from whom she managed to secure a divorce 
in 1890, marrying Blanc immediately after- 
wards. & 

Like the Prince of Monaco, Edmond Blanc 


neither he nor any of his relations have any 
longer any interest in the ownership of the

It was only then that Justine assumed the 
title of “ Princess Peter Bonaparte” and 
invested her two children Roland and Jeanne 
with analogous titles, the children being al- 
ready in their teens. For a time after the 
Franco-German war Princess Justine kept 
a dressmaker’s shop in London at 91°New 
Bond street, the sign over the door being as 
follows: “‘ Princess Pierre Bonaparte, mar- 
chande de Confections Pour Dames.”

“All the country side was at the station the 
other morning, both long platforms lined

sorted While we took a look at the neglected 
garden of the old Kwanjuji temple near by, 
the cheers of the hundreds of little voices 
rose in bursts that filled all the soft spring air, 
steeped in sunshine and shading to azure 
haze in every distance. Each train load of 
soldiers gave shouts in return, and flags 
‘waved from every window and door of the 


trains and from the men on flat cars standing 


by the covered guns and gun carriages. 
Then horse trains went by, and the children, 
as they marched away, cheered the four- 
footed servitors of the emperor, too. 

Daigoji, a Buddhist temple founded just 
1,000 years ago, is the first great attraction, 
lying only a mile on the way. It is the head- 
quarters of one branch of the Shingon sect, 


China the first occult or yogi forms and 
whose priests have always greatly practiced 
mystic rites and indulged in fasts, trances, 
incantations, magic, and hypnotic spells. 
The founder of the sect was the priest 
Kukai, who returned from his studies in 
China in 804, and led the busiest and most 
strenuous life -until ‘he fell asleep in his 
mountain monastery, and sits there today, 
not dead, merely dreaming of Nirvana, as he 
awaits the coming Buddha. He built tem- 
ples, carved statues, and painted pictures, 
but his greatest benefaction to his people 
was his invention of the Hiragana syllabary, 
_the cursive form of writing by which the 
Japanese language was freed from or 
given choice of a simpler form than the 


classic Chinese characters. The Emperor 


Daigo gave him the posthumous title of 
Kobo Daishi, by which he best known, 
and founded this temple, dedicated to ‘the 
future of the coming Buddha. It’s abbots 
were princes of the imperial family, and for 
centuries all the solemn hocus pocus of the 
yogi business went on here. 
*, 


| 
The priests had visions, and foresights, |} 


and glimpses into other worlds, the past 
and the future, their souls left their bodies, 
made journeys into space and returned, and 
astral bodies traversed all the picturesque 
space about the Daigo temple. 

No inquisitive forelgner has ever made 
much progress in probing occultism in Ja- 
pan. Japanese politeness is boundless, but 
Japanese dignity draws, bounds that no in- 
quirer has ever passed in the re- 
ligious line, and what the Yogis 
of the Shingon § sect 
may have done, can do, and do even 
today, is unknown to the curious barbarian 
world so far. Many have tried to learn, 
‘but ail have failed. It is only known that 


deep in the forest on the mountain top, oc- 
cultism, mysticism, and mysteries have had 
their abode for 1,000 years. 


The temple was taken in hand by Hide- 
yoshi, the Taiko, the Napoleon of Japan, who 
invaded Corea, fought battles, built temples 
and palaces, fostered the arts, and intro- 
duced an era of great luxury and splendor. 
His own favorite palace was on an opposit2 
hill, the Momoyama, or Plum Tree hill, and 
when torn down, its gateways, tearooms, 
summer houses, golden screens, painted ceil- 
ings, and carved partitions were scattered 
among the temples and monasteries of Kyoto 
and remain their boasted treasures today. 

The Taiko had a private way constructed, 
an avenue of trees and shrubberies, by which 
he could pass in his gilded palanquin for the 
refreshment of his soul before the altars of 
the Daigo temple; or, for the enjoyment of 
the rites of the cha no yu, or ceremonial tea,. 
whieh he did so much to popularize, fixing 
its etiquette In lines of severest simplicity. 

The Taiko evidently had more soul than 
Napoleon, an esthetic side that responded to 
all of art and refinement and beauty, and the 
gem of a landscape garden at Daigo temple, 
designed and constructed under his direction, 
has been kept up carefully through the cen- 
turies, {ts main features identical with his 
day. 


| 

One first enters the Taiko’s apartments, 
arranged for his viewing of the garden, when 
he came to the temple, and containing today 
the same richly toned, unpainted woodwork 
end the same gold leaf screens, richly paint- 
ed. The soft straw mats are in the same 
fashion throughout Japan as they were 
three centuries ago, and one may sit on them 
in the third and upper apartment, and look 
out upon the narrow lake at the foot of tall 
trees just as the Taiko used to do~—or one 
may sit In four legged chairs around a high 
table on an extension of the veranda and sip 
tea, as do the modern princes and nobles for 
whom this occidental accommodation was 
provided. 

‘The dark sides of pine covered Daigo moun- 
tain show through the lofty trees that dwarf 


upon which no woman was permitted to set 
her foot, although many now climb the steep 
three mile path during the pilgrimage weeks 
of midsummer, when all Japan tinkles with 
the jingling staffs of the white clad pilgrims. 
It is a garden of spring blossoms more par- 
ticularly, but the pine tree on an island, with 
its branches trained into round flat shields of 
green, and other low but venerable picture 
pines, curving their trunks, arranging their 
branches and composing themselves into a 


even for midwinter. .

There is a grass covered, steeply hump- 
backed bridge, bridges of single narrow 
slabs of granite, flat topped steppirg stones, 
many stone lanterns, and the picturesque 
garden rocks, that the duller occidental eye 
and taste are some time to awaken to, when 
the present illumination from the east has 
worked its part. 

The Taiko’s tearoom is a little mite of a 
box, juet large enough for the master and his 
four guests to be seated comfortably, and for 
the simple paraphernalia to be disposed be- 
fore them. There are some glorious old gold 
screens in the apartments where he sat to 
admire the garden, and the storehouse holds 
many finer ones still; but four large screens, 
each painted with a dull red curtain, marked 
with the Taiko’s crest in white, with branch- 
es of different trees for the four seasons 
falling across the dull red drapery and 
against the golden sky, were well worthy of 
surrounding the great regent in his hours of 
soulful relaxation.

“4 ‘DAUGHTER OF THE STATES,” by 
Max Pemberton (Dodd, Mead & Co.), is in- 
teresting chiefly as an example of impossible 
characterization. In an otherwise clever and 
entertaining story, the heroine is so far re- 
moved from actuality that the sense of fllu- 
sion is almost totally destroyed, for her char- 
acter is drawn in complete accord with the 
British conception of American womanhood, 
It is obvious that it is intended for a cart- 
cature; but even a caricature may be over- 
done. 

As a mere tale, it does fairly well. An 
American heiress, young, beautiful—and ut- 
terly unreal—is crossing the Atlantic to 
marry an English nobleman, when the ship is 
wrecked and she is cast upon the fearsome 
sea in a frail life raft, with a mysterious chap, 
known on shipboard as‘ The Rogue.” Of 
course, they were saved; but when the girl 
arrives in England, she finds her titled ad- 
mirer married to another. So what is a dis- 
appointed girl to do, when she has been s0 
romantically saved from a nasty, clammy 
death by a good looking fellow who adores 
herg After all, she corrals a title, and it is of 
greater luster than that which was bought 
for her by an indulgent papa. 


“THE STOLEN EMPEROR,” by Mrs. 
Hugh Fraser (Dodd, Mead & Co.), is a ro- 
mance of old J n, founded upon frag- 
ments of legend and tradition, and rounded 
eut with the author’s knowledge of present 
day life in the land of the chrysanthemum. 
The time is the seventh century, during 
the eventful régime of the Fushiwara fam- 
ily, who maintained a succession of crafty 
regents, keeping the reins of government 
in their own hands, regardless of the wishes 
of the rightfuk rulers. The plan was for 
the regent in power to choose from his fam- 
ily a clever and obedient young woman, 
and marry her to.the puppet emperor. 

With the advent of a male heir the em- 
peror is forced to abdicate in favor of his 
son, who is similarly treated when he 
reaches a marriageable age. This process 
bids fair to be repeated indefinitely, until 


mines that her son shall rule the empire, no 
matter what the regent may have to say. 
in the matter. It chances that this am- 
bitious lady, before her marriage to the em- 
peror, has been seen and loved by Kashima, 
a powerful daimyo. With the boldness born 
of love. he burns the royal palace and car- 
ries off the empress and her baby son to 
his stronghold in the hills—not to further 
her plans but to win her affections, This 
much told, any one ought to be satisfied 
that there is enough interest in the story to 
make it worth reading. 


Within the covers of a siender little vol- 
ume entitled “‘ LIFE AND DEATH” (Lit- 
tle, Brown & Co.) are five allegorical stories 
by Henryk Sienkiewicz, translated from the 
Polish originals by Jeremiah Curtin. The 
titular tale is a fanciful rendering of a 
Hindoo legend, in which the land of death 
and the land of life are pictured as places 
of equal attraction. ‘‘Is He the Dearest 
One?’ and “‘A Legend of the Sea ”’ are para- 
bles for patriotic Poles. In the former an 
itinerant beggar brings to an anxious moth- 
er some news of all her sons, whom he has 
met in his travels. He brings good tidings 
of all but one, Yasko, who has been crushed 
by poverty and illness, and who has even 
forgotten the language of his mothar. 
Though she is advised to forget him, she 
sends gifts to him and to him alone. 

In the sea allegory the ship Purple, which 
represents Poland, is described as narrowly

CHERRY WINE.—Take four quarts fruit, 
either sweet or sour, place in a mortar and 
slightly bruise without crushing the stones. 
To this add three quarts water and let stand 
in a jar forty-eight hours. Strain, and to 
each four quarts juice add three anda half 
pounds sugar if the fruit is acid, or three 
pounds if sweet. Fill into jars, reserving a 
bottle of the liquid, with which to keep the 
jars filled while fermenting. , Cover the open- 
ings with a thin cloth.

Washington, D. C., June 22.—[Special.]— 
Prof. Wiley has demonstrated beyond all . 
doubt that borax when used as 4 ft 
preservative is dangerous to health. The 
agricultural department today issued one 
of a series of bulletins dealing with the 
investigation by Prof. Wiley and his squad 
of *‘ poison eaters.”’ 

The bulletin says not sufficient data have 
been collected to make possible a determ!- 
nation of ‘the question whether the use of 
borax or boric acid as an external applica- 
tion to cured meats to preserve them in | 
proper condition during shipment to foreign 
countries should be prohibited. The state- 
ment is made, however, that “as it is evi- 
dent that in cured meats the processes of 
absorption and diffusion are much restrict- 
ed, unless the shipment of the product ex- 
tends over a long period of time, there
